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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claim amendments and accompanying Terminal Disclaimer appear to put the case in condition 
for allowance except for dependent claims 13-17, which have all clearly had their substance changed with their change in dependency 
from claim 1 to claim 4; in brief these five dependent claims appear to be rather confusing with respect to just what is their layered 
structure as they now exist. The Examiner suggests that claims 13-17 be cancelled so that the remainder of the case as presented in this 
Response would then be in condition for allowance. It is noticed that claim 16 is presently objected to, but this was before this Response 
was submitted, which would clearly change the substance of the claim as indicated above. Finally, with the amendments to claim 4 it also 
appears that at least some of claims 13-17 might also contain new matter.. 
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
